{CIVIL HONOURS FOR LORD ALNESS 


AND BIR R. HORNE. 
{From orRwOWN CORTESPONDENT. .

Edinburgh has conferred the highest 
honour at its command, ita “Freedom,” 


| upon two distinguished Scotsmen who have 


early os well as later ties of assuciation 
with tho town, ity school, nnd ith University 
—Lord Alness (Our Justice-Clerk) and Sir 
Robert “Horne. It was peculiarly ap- 
propriate that the two new Free Durgessoa 
should be honoured on the same day. They 
wero associnted at the Bar and have been 
colleagues in the Cabinet, and they are, both 
“Song of the Manse," one of the mcomes from 
a Highland and Free Church stock, the 
other from a Lowland and Auk? Kirk fold. 
And it may be odded they are both of 
them “ sptimists,” in their outlook on the 
‘secular as woll as the ecclesiastical future 
of the country. Neither of them is“a man 
who forma opinions lightly ov speaks 
rashly: they. have their ‘share of ‘the 
national. gift. of prudence along with far- 
seeing judgement: and each of them per- 
ceives, through “dark and sombre pro- 
aspects,” the light of hope and of peace 
ahead. “ i 
Lord Alnesx, speaking from his oex- 
perience as Secretary for Scotland, ex- 
presied his regret that tho question of an 
improved status for that office had not 
been settled during his tenure, and ho 
strongly urged upon Scotsmen not to rest 
until their grievance’ had been removed: 
Robert Horne had also his wich 
denied of witnessing and talsing part in. a 
sulution of the great Reparations problem 
befors he left office. It stands more 
starkly and menacingiy than ever in the 
pith ‘of the peace and reconstruction of 
urope, which, wanting peace, must “go on 
plunging nearer and nearer to disaster.” Wo 
ure in times of grent enxiety, of grave 
misgiving and disquiet. But: there is ‘at 
lenst one star of hoprj—" the increasin: 
friendship hotween Brituinvand the Unitec 
States.” Sir Robert Horno has been over 
in America and in.teuch with its Govern- 
ment and people. Itis not idle words that 
he uses When he says that he found the 
atmosphere entirely changed, and for the 
better. The two Powers having “mado a 
rettlement of their mutual transactions, 
now stand-together ns the creditors of the 
world.” “There is scarcely any issue 
of moutlern politics: upon w! ich the two 
great countries at the present time do not 
sev eye'to eye.” Sir Robert Horne expresses 
his profound conviction that, with the two 
countries pulling together, when the ques- 
tion of German. Reparations comes up be- 
fore them fur discuszion, as inevitably it 
must, “there will emerge a aolution of those 
great troubles that at present affict this dis- 
tracted world.” It is news brought fron’ 
across the Atlantic by 2 sure and sufemes- 
senger that should give a fillip to drooping 
spirits, and re-kindlo hope in the ,pos- 
abilities for world progress uf Anglo- 
American ‘co-operation. » 
WHO AND WHAT DROUGHT AMERICA in? - 
“More is likely to bo’ heard regarding o 
remark made by Mr. Lloyd George during, 
his Edinborgh’ visit. Speaking ‘st« the 
luncheon given in the Students’ Union, the 
ex-Prime Minister raid the discoveries: o!

ANOTHER WALKER CUP. . 

‘ There are now, by a happy coincidence, 
Walker trophies in golf on both sides of the 
Atlantic, and they are each identified with 
international aspects. of the game, The 
American Cup is that which became for the 
first timo last year the prize for the team 
match between the United States and 
Britain. The other, which has recently 
been presented to the Championship Com- 
mittee of the Royal and Ancient Club by 
Mr. James G. Walker of Auchendrane, Ayr- 
shire, is for annual competition between tho 
representative teams of Scottish and Eng- 
lish golfers. Our Mr. Walker, who has mado 
this interesting gift to the head-quarters 
club, bas. been better known ‘in 
other. sports than ‘on the links, thongh 
his public spirited fiction clearly shows 
his, enthusiasm for the” Royal ond 
Ancient game. Mr. Walker -is oo 
Glasgow man, and. it was at Loretto 
that be Iaid the. foundation of 1 career 
noted in both cricket and: Rugby, tud at 
Oxford, whither he afterwards procceded, 
the’ gained “blue” in both pastimes. , He 
figured in the Scottish Rugby team against 
England in 1882, and against Wales in, the 
following’ season, ond_ ie captained 
Middlesex _in. cricket. While ho was re- 
sident in London he used to devote his 
Jeisnre from his legal work to golf at 
Wimbledon. Now that the Scoto-English 
fond has been restored to the list of 
fixtures, bis gift is both thoughtful and

An interesting ceremony reminiscent’ of 
Robert Burns’ time took piace in Anderston 
Burial Ground North Street, Glasgow, when 
a memorial stone was unveiled at}the grave of 
Alexander Findister, who-was Supervisor of 
Exciso a6 Dumfries during the period that 
Robert Burns wos an Excise Officer in 
Dumfriesshire, The Sandyford Burns Club 
are responsible for the memorial, which’ is 
of silver gréy granite. i 
Dr. Currino’s Life of Robert Burns when 
published in 2800 did not give satisfaction 
to those who had known the-poet; and when 
Mr. Peterkin issued a more juat_ apprecia- 
tion in 1814, Findlater..wrote a vindeation, 
whick did so mauch to clear Burns memory 
of.’the unjust aspersiona. He protested 
againat tho severity of Currie’s strictures, 
azaplified and exaggerated ng these had bean 
hy srece-ding commentators, some of whom 
had strained every nerve ‘te. throw all kinds 


” findlater was proud to testify that ho bad 
serr: Burns. almost every day about” his 
brsin-ssic Dumfrics, and he never saw bim 


hat he }- 


unable to dischurgs his duties, uxeopt when 
laid aside by his last illness. Not only so, 
but ho had seen him in his convival moments 
and in the bosom of his family, and never 
saw anything like .the enormities of which 
eurly comnientatars accused: him. His 
friendship with Burns continued to the 
very hour of his death, for it is known that 
hoe sat up by tho bedside of the 
night ho spent on earth, Peterkin, it witl 
be remembered, attached ‘the utmost im- 
egomee to Findlater's letter. Ho wrote: 

t cannot ba.impertinent to mention that 
this gontleman stands so high in the con- 
fidence gf the Board of Excise a4 to hold 
the highest oflice which it is in their power 
to bestow... .. Mr, Findlater’s testimony, 
is, without any exception, the very best per-” 
haps that exists with respect to the geueral 
tenor of Burns's conduct’ during the whole 
time he was officer of Excise.’ 2 

In the: records of Somerset House 
Burns ‘js ontered as _n diligent active 
oilicor. That probably’ represents the, 
ollicial report made by  Findlater, 
who in the Tetter..to Peterkin, referred to 
the, poet as "exemplary ‘in his atten- 
tion... oven jealous, of the least im- 
putation oa his vigilance.” The collector 
also wrote of Burns's convival habits, his 
wit and humour, his social talents, and 
his inlepeasient spirit, as having been

gut one hardly needs to read between the 
lines to seo how human and lovable Burns 
was in Findlater's eyes, Findiatet, at any

MILITARY ‘HOLD Ul UP TRAINS AND 
COMMANDEER COACHES. ° 


There has been u recurrence of trouble 
on the Chinese Section of the Kowloon- 
‘Canton Raiiway, which, on Monday night, 
resulted in the through service to Canton 
being suxpended until further notice. 

No ‘details had reached Hongkong 
yesterday, but a telegram received from 


“|the Canton Railway Officials ‘by the 


Kowloon officials yesterday morning states 
that the service is cancelled until further 
notice as the military are commandeering 
rolling stock,and engines. 

On Monday a number of ‘traing were 
held “up at Sheklung, just over the 
bord:r, No. 13 ‘train (the down express 
from Canton) was held up at Sheklung 
by, the military for over two hours, and 
consequently arrived in Kowloon at a 
late hour on Monday night. Betore 
leaving Shcklung the troops detached a 
number of the coaches and’ allowed tho 
train’ to proceed with six coaches only, 

The up-express was similarly treated, 
but in this case the train was only allow- 
ed: to proceed with four coaches. The 
slow down ‘traim got as far as Sheklung 
where it, was held up and not allowed ta 
proceed further. 

It is not clear whetber | any of the pas. 
sengers have been interfered: with or not, 
and no confirmaticn could be obtained of 
an ugly rumour that threo Chinese 
pasengers ware taken out of ono of the 
trains and shot by tha Military, All the 
coaches, which ‘have been commandeered 
belong to tho Chinese Section.
